On January 15# 1953# informant was In contact with IRWIN 
STEIN, Business Manager of "The Sentinel", a magazine which, 
according to the Informant, was originally purchased with 
money arranged for by the Communist Party. STEIN, according 
to the informant, has been active in the Jewish field of 
the Communist Party end of the International Workers Order 
for ten or more years, and a close associate of LEON KATZEN, 
CP Financial Secretary In Chicago, who has been underground 
for the pest two' years. 



STEIN discussed his business connections with "The Sentinel" 
and indicated his contacts wit h present CP district leader- 
ship are limited. He then toidl 1

that STEIN la presently In contact with KATZEN. STEIN than 
discussed the ROSENBERG case, the Prague trial, and other 
matters relating to anti-Semitism, and indicated that he 
la now primarily engaged in work in the Jewish field. He 
told the Informant he would remain in contact with him. 

In eonnection with the above, recent fiaurs of KATZEN have ’ 
reflected that KATZEN visits STEIN; and further, that the 
car presently being driven by KATZEN is registered in 
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STEIN* a nsma. Information -was also recently developed that 
KATZEN, during January, 1953, in renting a room, which he 
presently occupies, under an alias name, used the name of 
STEIN 88 a reference. STEIN, when contacted by the landlord 
concerning .KATZEN, advised the landlord that he had known this 
Individual for years and that the Individual waa a reputable 
citizen. It therefore appears that the information of thla 
informant as to STEIN* a being in contact with KATZEN has been 
corroborated . 

On January .16, 1953, the informant exhibited a letter which he 
was drafting to be mailed to NY 69U-S at New York for delivery 
under pre-arranged plans to WILLIAM WEINER. The letter con- 
tained a report requested by the National Office of the Commu- 
nist Party relating to the CP membership and trustworthiness 
of Dr. HERS HE L MEYER;, a teacher at the Jefferson School in New 
York, formerly a resident of Chicago. This report was prepared 
by the informant on the Instruction of WEINER, and in connection 
with the obtaining of the information, the informant had contact 
with LEON KATZEN, previously referred to, and DAVID ENOLESTEIN, 
CP, District #8, Publicity Director in Deoember, 1952. The other 
matter reported on in this letter related to the informants 
carrying out of the instructions of WEINER that he waa to contact 
KATZEN and arrange for the assignment of two Party people, full 
time, in connection with the promotion of the recently-published 
new PAtTL ROBESON records. 

The informant used the letter and his report of the results of 
his contacts with these functionaries as a means to complain to 
the National Office through WEINER that he had difficulty both 
in the obtaining of the requested information and also in the 
transmittal of his report. In the letter to WEINER he explained 
his tardiness in reporting this Information heoause of the In- 
frequency of direct contact with locsl leadership end because 
of lack of regular communication arrangements. Informant advised 
the Interviewing Agent that his reason for complaining to WEINER 
is that he hopes the word will get to FOSTER of the informant *s 
dissatisfaction with present arrangements between informant end 
the National Office, and as a result, new instructions might be 
forthcoming to place the informant in closer contact with CP 
leadership locally and In New York.

WILIER, his contact for meetings with LEON KATZEN, previously 
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describe d. HILLER had previously been In contact with I H

Since CO 5824-S had not verified whether NY 694-S had delivered 
the above-described letter to WEINER# the Informant, on 
January 23 last# made telephonic contact with NY, 694*8 In New 
York and ascertained that the New York Informant had been alck 
for more than a week and had been unable to deliver the letter. 
The Informant advised NY 694*® thst he would have HILLER contact 
the New York Informant and Instructed NY 694-S to turn the 
letter over’ to MILLER for delivery to WEINER,

At the luncheon engagement with MILLER on January 23 last# the 
Informant told MILLER about his 1 sending the above-described 
letter to NY 694-S for subsequent transmittal to WILLIAM WEINER# 
and also advised MILLER of the illness of NY 694-3 which had 
prevented the delivery of the letter as scheduled. Informant 
therefore, requested MILLER while in New York to contact NY 694-S 
and to obtain the letter and to deliver It to WEINER personally 
If that was possible. The informant also orally told MILLER to 
express the informants dissatisfaction concerning present 
arrangements which he had with the National Office and the 
Chicago leadership# and MILLER assured the informant that he 
would handle the matter end see if better arrangements eould ba 
mads# MILLER also told the informant that he# himself# had 
expected STANLEY LEVISON to be In Chicago during the month of 
January# but thst LEVI SON had not made contact with him. MILLER 
referred to the recent CP trial in New York and to the apparent 
disruption of the national leadership of the Party in explaining 
the possible .reason for the alow action of the Perty in connec- 
tion with its relations with the Informant.

He returned to 
Chic ago on Febru ary 2, 1953# and again was In contact by phone 
wlfch l L asking her to have lunch with him* The source 

was unable to accept the luncheon engagement due to the fact that 
she had previously arranged a luncheon engagement with IRWIN 
STEIN in connection with the I matter previously described . 

At the date of the writing or tnia .Letter the results of MILLER* s 
trip to New York have not been transmitted by MILLER to the 
Informant* 

However, on February 1, 1953* CG 582l|.-S advised that on the 
previous date he hsd again contacted NY 694*3 by telephone at 
Mew York, and this informant advised CG 5824-S that WILIER had 
made contact with him and appeared to be friendly and had taken 
care of the matter. It is therefore quite certain that the 
above-described letter wds delivered to WEINER and the results 
of MILLER* a contacts in New York will be obtained within the next 
rew days* 

On J8nusry 25, 1953* the informant was in contact with JEAN XOSMAN, 
known to the informant as a Party person formerly active in the 
Hyde Park Section of the Communist Party and believed .presently 
still active in the Party by concentrating her efforts as a Party 
person in the Progressive Party* This contact was had by the 
Informant at the residence of MAX end GENEVIEVE WEINSTEIN# in-laws 
of HARRY BRIDGES. The informant was cordially received, and they 
discussed certain organisational problems that had arisen in the 
Progressive Party as a result of the Communist party National 
Committee resolution which appeared in the w D8ily Worker" of 
December 28, 1952* 

The informant continues his correspondence with MARCEL and LENA 
SCHERER and with WILLIAM LAWRENCE of New York, and has again 
during the past two weeks obtained valuable information concerning 
the national leadership from these sources. Through correspondence 
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he raises certain natters relating to the leadership or the 
Party and to international issues # and the information the 
informant receives from these sources is In answer to the 
issues raised in the informant *s letters. The Informant has 
recently noted that LENA SCHERER has become more security 
conscious# end where formerly she "wrote to the informant at 
his residence and used her own name and correct .-address on the . 
put side of the envelope for return purposes# she now writes to 
the informant’ a wife# and the envelopes contain no return 
address* . The informant was advised in one of these letters 
that MARCEL SCHERER has recently received publicity in the 
"New York Daily Mirror* wherein he was alleged to have had 
association with the ROSENBERG*. The informant stated that for 
this, reason he believes that UENA SCHERER is becoming increas- 
ingly security conscious and there will be difficulty in 
obtaining current CF information from these people until other 
arrangements are made for the transmittal of confidential matters

The informant additionally continues to supply information of 
value relating to National Office personnel# and# In addition# 
within the past two weeks has furnished the identity of two 
Individuals of possible value with whom he was In contact in 
Moscow in 194? and who confided in him that they wanted to get 
out of Russia by sny means* This information is being trans- 
mittSd to the .Bureau because it is felt that the -information 
in the possession of these Individuals# if arrangements could 
be made for a contact with them by CIA# would be extremely 
valuable in connection with counter-intelligence work* 

in attempting to evaluate the quality and quantity of current 
information being furnished by this informant, the Bureau’s 
attention is called to the reports of SA RUSSELL 3. GARNER of 
Mew York in the esse entitled "CP USA, IS-C"* dated January 19# 
1953# and SA RICHARD .7. BARER# Chicago# In the case entitled 
"COMMUNIST PARTY, DISTRICT #8" dated January 18, 1953* A review

On January 30* 19. 53* CG 5824-S was contacted and advised that on 
the previous data* ] I had visited the Modern Book Store* 

CP outlet for literature in Chicago* and had a conversation with b7D , 
WILUAM SENNETI who told her; that DAVID ENGLESTEIN, previously 
described, had again gone and that he* SENNETT* was taking , 

ENOLESTEIN* a place* , SENNETT then sent greetings to the informant 
and indicated he would see the informant in the near future* 

On the same date the whole reactivation program of this informant 
was discussed with him In detail* It waa agreed that during 
January* positive reactivation efforts had not been as encouraging 
aa had been expected as a result of the informant's New York trip 
In November and December last* It was nevertheless agreed that 
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there are certain indications that point to the continued 
friendliness of the Party leadership toward the informant* 

The most important indication, of course, is the continued 
close friendship of HARRY MILLER., and MILLER'S desire to assist 
fch# Informant in any way possible in connection with the Inform- 
ant's desire to help the Party* It is felt that since MILLER 
is in regular contact with KAT2EN, he, MILLER, would be the 
first to know if any suspicion is directed toward the informant* 
The hther positive indication of friendliness and -trust of the 

Communis t Party in the informant lies in the fact thst| | 

I now hat two persons Mho have apparently been /referred — , 
to her by the Party, and po ssibly by KATZEN hims elf. I I 

l in order that she can I I 

to KATZEN* Thia would further tend to indicate tne eontmuea 
trust in both the informant and the source. The third indication 
of the continued trust of the Party in the informant lies in the 
apparent friendliness of WILLIAM SENNETT, who has replaced 
ENGLESTEIN as the open Publicity Director of District # 0 , Commu- 
nist Party, in that SENNETT, on January 30 last, sent personal 
regards to the informant* 

In connection with the reaetivstion discussions, an attempt was 
made to analyse the lack of contact of LEON KATZEN and DAVID 
ENGLESTEIN since Decen&er, 19I>2* the informant was of the 
opinion that this is of little Significance because he feels the 
local leadership will not make s move to utilise the services 
of the informant unless it is advised to do so by the Rational 
Offioe. Since the informant feels that word has not reached the 
local .leadership as to the desires of the National Office, he 
pieces no significance in the lack of contact with him by these 
individuals* 

With regard to KATZEN, the informant feels that he will have con- 
tact with this individual within the next Yew day s* The inform- 
ant pointed out that SENNETT had told | | that ENGLESTEIN 

has again left, and informant stated tnas sms is apparently the 
reason for his lack of contact with ENGLESTEIN of recent date* 
(ENGLESTEIN, according to information available to this office 
obtained from other sources, appears again to ba ^underground.) 

In further analysing the informant's reactivation efforts, the 
informant advised that he must wait to hear what results MILLER 
obtained in New York before he decides on any new moves. He 
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feels that because of the high level at which he la attempting 
to reactivate* any .action by him of a positive nature at this 
t(ime would be a mistake* It was therefore agreed that a dis- 
cussion would again be held as to future action in connection 
with reactivation efforts after HILLER contacts the informant 
and advises' him of the results in connection with the Hew York 
trip# At that time a program for future action will again be 
discussed and the Informant will be in a better, position to 
take positive action If deemed necessary* 

One of the steps now being discussed in connection with further 
reactivation efforts is the informant *s writing of a letter to , 
WILLIAM :z. FOSTER* Rational Chairman of the Communist Party* 
which would be a follow-up to the informant* s November, 1952* 
personal contact of FOSTER, and would also include a commentary 
on the recently published new program of the Party. The Inform- 
ant feels again that whether or not this letter should be written 
will depend on the message which MILLER received for the informant 
while in New York. The informant is also contemplating the 
advisability of transmitting s letter to PEGGY DENNIS, wife of 
EUGENE DENNIS now in Jail, who he understands visits her husband 
on occasions* This letter would be directed to her merely to 
inform EEGOY DENNIS thet the informant is feeling better and to 
send regards to DENNIS himself* The informant feels that if DENNIS 
knew he was well enough to express an interest in the farty, it 
'might result in his submitting instructions through his wife to 
the national leadership of the Party to put the informant to work* 

A letter has been directed to New York to advise of PEGGFY DENNIS* a 
current address and whether or not she is .receiving mall at that 
address*

The informant continues to be extremely cooperative end is 
impatient at the reaulta of his reactivation efforts to date* 

At, the same time he feels he must move .cautiously snd slowly if •

The informant* s chief concern at the present time remains on the 
issue of security, which he ties up closely with the submission 
of an income tsx return by him, which will be required as of 
March 15 next * These problems have been put to the Bureau, and

solely because it involved security and his cover and

effected a change for tax reporting purposes* 

It is felt that since NY-694-S 1 * wife is an intelligent 
woman, that she mould understand the explanation of 
irY- 694 -s of the change of marital status of the Chicago 
informant and that if the hew York informant prior to 
discussing the matter with his wife would verily these 
views with his aeoouatant, then the proposed plan of 
eliminating CG~5821p*S as a dependent in the return of

In discussing these points with the Informant, the agent

Informant pointed tais out because at the present time 
he has learned that NY-694-S 1* in financial difficul- 
ties in his business and the informant suggested# there- 
fore# that UY-694-S may also be considering the added 
tax bill in connection with the over-all problem* It 
was pointed out to CG-5®24-S that the possibility 
existed that in lieu of NY-694~S claiming the Chicago

The informant# therefore# suggested that the above

"Your letter of December 2? reached me on the 
evening of January 2?* It’s a pity I didn r t 
get it two days earlier* It would have made 
it. possible for me to raise some of the ques- 
tions you. asked more positively and concretely* 

Tt is difficult to reach certain old friends, 
during these times* Recently I had the luck 
of reminiscing with old friends about people 
and about you* X imagine that It is just as 
hard, for me to get around, as It is for you. 

That's possibly why you haven't, seen anyone 
in recent weeks - however, I think this matter 
ean be corrected very speedily, perhaps not in 
, a matter of a couple of days but certainly in 
a couple of weeks. 

"I read with interest your comments about the 
resolution* In the main, X think you are right 
since the resolution, covers broad Issues and far- 
reaching problems* But even your brief comments 
come pretty close to the thinking of the authors

"I am still hoping to be able to make that trip*’ 1 
(A contemplated trip by VTINTR' to Chicago.) 

The informant advised on February 6, 1953 that he considers 
this letter to be the most positive and promising development 
in his reactivation efforts that has occurred to date. He 
explained his remark by stating that when one deals with WFINTir. 
he is in fact dealing with one who is as close to FOST' R as you 
can get* and the informant pointed to the contents of the letter 
indicating that YTINfR is. dealing directly with top national. 
Communist Party leadership in the informant* a behalf*

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The informant explaining certain remarks in the above letter* 
referred to WFINm's. remark expressing regret that he, 

VIFINFR, did not: receive the informant's note "two days earlier*" 
The informant Interprets this remark to mean that on January 
23, 1953, VTT.INRR met with top cadre personnel nationally and 
could have taken up concretely and positively the informant's 
complaints and possible assignment had the note arrived two 
days earlier* 

The reference by VFIK T R to "reminiscing with old friends" is 
interpreted to. mean that VTIKFR recently met with influential, 
persons in leadership and that some discussion was held con- 
cerning the informant* 

W r lNFR's reference to the possibility that the informant may 
not have, seen "anyone lately" because he, like vrriNFR, cannot 
get around* is interpreted by the Informant to mean that had 
the informant not been known to be 111, arrangements v^uld 
have been made for the informant to travel to see leadership 
personnel outside Chicago, and that because of this leadership's 
inability to come to Chicago* the informant has not been contacted 
recently. 

The reference to a speedy correction of "this matter within a 
couple of weeks" is interpreted to mean that the informant will 
be contacted within that period by a person of authority in the 
national leadership* possibly either an open or an underground 
leader within the next couple of weeks, at which time the 
informant's complaint of "isolation" can be discussed and pos- 
sibly corrected* 

The resolution reference is to the National Committee* Communist 
Party, USA- resolution concerning the results of the national 
elections in this country which appeared in the "Daily Worker" 
of December 28, 19*32, and which sets forth a criticism of the 
Party program curing the past four years as well as certain 
steps concerning the new Party program* 
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WFINFR's regret concerning the informant's inability to take 
part in the "collective give, and take" refers to the present 
discussions being held in the Communist Party leadership 
of "criticism and self-criticism" concerning the errors of 
the Party during the past four years and the chartering of 
a new Communist Party line for the Communist Partyt USA. 

WTIKER's promise to do what he can to bring about a "more 
satisfactory relationship" between the informant and the 
national office is followed by the caution that "slow motion 
is the prevailing rate of speed." This is interpreted by 
the Informant to mean that WFINFR is using his influence with 
the national leadership but that the informant must be patient 
due to the disruption of the Party leadership which makes 
cadre assignments slow in processing. 

The reference to "rough sailing" and vrriNFR's expectation that 
it will become "worse soon" refers to VfFlNFRFs present difficulty 
with Immigration and Naturalisation and possibly to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, and to his anticipation of possible 
future arrests or indictments. 

With reference to the manner in which the informant should send 
mail to FuSTFR * the informant advised that in November* 1952 
while in New York he made these arrangements with WFINFR and 
WFINFR's remark concerning submission of subsequent letters 
to FOSTFR is merely reassuring the informant that he, VFINTR. 
is still in a position to get mail to FoSTfRr 

The "trip" mentioned byV’FlNFR refers to V' r TN T H's previously 
expressed intention made to the informant that he was coming 
to Chicago and if it was possible for him to make the trip* 
he would see the informant. The contingency on which this trip 
is contemplated Is that kfjnfr will be alloyed by the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service to travel outside the Jurisdiction to 
which he is confined.

The informant advised, on February 6* 1953 that he cannot 
emphasise strongly enough the importance Of the role that 
WILUAM WFINFR is playing in the informant’s direct, dealings 
, with the national office of the Communist Party and with 
FuSTKR himself* The informant pointed out that WFINFR. is his 
only direct link to FoSTTR at the present time and additionally, 
pointed out that if this link is lost* the informant’s entire 
reactivation efforts of the past eight months might be seriously 
affected or even destroyed*' 

The informant also pointed out the above because Y.TINFR, in 
his letter, indicated that he was presently in serioud difficulty 
with the Government and he implied that he might be incarcerated 
in the near future* The informant added that WFINFR now in fact 
is assisting the Bureau* although unconsciously doing so* and 
that* therefore* any change of his present probation status 
might seriously Jeopardize; the critical, negotiation now in 
progress between the informant and the national Communist Party

The informant pointed also to YfFIRTR’s statement concerning 
the Rational Committee resolution* above described* and to 
the fact that he, WFINTR* indicated he knew the authors of 
the resolution as indicative of the vast knowledge that VFIKFR 
has of the present inner organization of the Party and as a 
further indication of his present value if he is kept in a

The above is pointed out for the reasons indicated and further 
because New York by air-tel dated January 16* 1953, advised that 
WFINFK is presently Under supervised parole as per the decision 
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of the Immigration and Naturalisation Board ruling of December 
l 1 *, 1951* The referenced New York: air-tel also, stated that 
on December ,8, 1952, VTFINTR was questioned by the Immigration 
and Naturalisation service concerning Communist Party activities 
and associates which were forbidden to him under the conditions 
of his parole, and. at that time, WFINFH refused to answer 
questions. 

New York additionally advised, that that office had recently 
submitted a prosecutive report on VriNFR's activities as 
requested by the Department of Justice for the purpose of

It therefore appears that the Department of Justice may have 
intentions of prosecuting WEINTR or jailing him In the near

During the past three weeks, the informant has still, had no contact with 
the unidentified individual mentioned in the WILLIAM. WEINER letter of 
January 25, last* 1 

Oh March 3, last the informant advised that l 1 on 

March. 2, 1 953, while at the Modern Book Store, Communist Party .literature 
outlet in the. Chioago area, had talked with SAM HAMMERSMARK, charter 
member of the party and operator of the. book store, who hed told her that 
he, HAMMERSMARK, had planned to see the informant on March 1,, last but b?D 
, before he could leave his residence (he resides at the residence of 
• ELMER and IMOGENS J0HN3ON, former Communist Party functionaries in, Indiana) 
he had. been askedby the JOHNSONS to attend a party At their residence 
given for KAREN MORLET, the movie actress who was in Chicago to speak* 
HAMMERSMARK told the. source that he would see the informant in the near 
future* 



On the same, date and at the same 1 place, the source met OTTO WANGERIN, 
charter member' of the Communist Party and a. does friend of WILLIAM. Z. 
FOSTER end presently the Communist Party person assigned to* the Civil: 
Rights Congress, in Chicago* WANGERIN, who had not seen, the source in a 
number of years, threw his arms around her and asked about the informant* 
He asked whether he could see the informant and. when advised that he. 
could, WANGERIN took, the informant' s phone number and. said he would see 
the informant, in the near future. As of March 23 , last WANGERIN had not. 
been in. contact with the informant.. 



On March 3, last IRWIN STEIN, a partner of "The Sentinel" and a contact b?D 
of LEON KAT2EN, , Financial Secretary of Distri ct 6. Commun ist Party who 
has, been underground for two years, contacted I H and asked her to 

solicit the. management of her ] | for printing, business 
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for "The. Sentinel." A# previously reported, "The. Sentinel" was purchased 
with funds raised by the Communist Party, and it is. believed that this 
effort by STEIN to secure, added business is for the purpose of securing 
additional revenue for the party throu gh profits of "The Sentinel" and 
through the cooperation, of ! I and CO 582U-S. 

On the same date, the source telephonically contacted HARR! MUIRR, presently 
on a special finanoe assignment for the National Office of the. communist 
Party and a close contact of LEON KATZEN previously referred to, and learned, 
that MILLER had almost recovered from his illness and would be in their 
office on March 3, 1953* MILLER, told the source that, he did. not. expect 
to visit New fork, in the: immediate future. 

On the same date, the informant exhibited a letter from LENA SCHERER, 
prominent Communist in New fork, idrerwin^ie'TcCrrcsrshed considerable information 
concerning the National. Communist Party Office personnel and referred to a. 
recently issued Communist party National Office document on the Negro 
question. This document, published by the National Education Department 
of the Communist party, was later sent to. the informant by mail by SCHERER. 

On March 6, 1953, the. informant, advised that a letter from LENA SCHERER 
stated that her : husband, MARCEL: SCHERER, also a prominent Communist in 
New fork, had an. appointment to meet with GEORGE. BLAKE. CHARNEY, a recently 
convicted New fork Smith Act subject, on March 11, 1953* New fork was 
advised of this meeting by teletype. • 

On March, 7, last, the informant spoke with. Dr. SOLOMAN PEARLMAN, a Communist. 
Party doctor in New fork, concerning the significance of the death of 
STALIN.

SUB KLING, wife of JACK KLINO, National Communist party functionary presently 
underground, in an. effort to determine information concerning the whereabouts 
of JACK KLING. The Contact' was a friendly one. and SUE KLING told the source 
that she had not seen her husband since, last fall but knew that he was 
all right. 

On March. 1L, lest, the informant visited. CHARLES MITCHELL, prominent tirade 
union Communist in the Chicago area, who. was then in the Michael Reese 
Hospital. On the same, occasion, the informant also visted SUE COHEN, former 
office employee of District 8, Communist Party, and presently a member of 
the Hyde Park Section of the: Communist party. COHEN, at that time, was 
also in the same, hospital. 
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On March 12, 19 $3 > the informant received a letter front' MARCEL SCHERER 
reporting: that New York: had held a. successful, meeting for STEVE NELSON* 

He also Infomed CO 582 L-S on the present part/ "peace" work in. New York 
area and also mentioned his recently held meeting with GEORGE BLAKE 
CHARNEY end SY GERSON, the latter also a, former Smiths Act subject* 

SCHERER told the, informant that in connection, with the CHARNEY meeting 

.he, SCHERER, still had no definite, assignment* ’ *

A letter of March, U*, 1953 from LENA. SCHERER, identified. HARRY HAYWOOD 
as a member of. the National Negro Commission of the Communist Party and 
detailed his factional fight with, the National Negro Commission on the 
Negro question. Considerable added discussion was contained in this letter ■ 
on the recently issued pamphlet of the National Education Department on 
the Negro question* The letter also detailed information on the party 
peaoe work, on. VITO. MARCANTGNIO, and the status of the Progressive Party.

A letter received by the informant from NT 69U-S on March 16, 1953 advised 
that the New York informant had how established, a personal oontact with 
LEON and BARNEY JOSEPHSOW and also with LENA SCHERER. The New York informant 
advised, that when he delivered the letter of OG 582U-S to the son-in-law 
of WILLIAM. WEINER, one HELLER, earlier in the month, the New York informant, 
got the definite impression that there is no: suspicions on the informant 1 s 
motives since HELLER'S attitude was in fact friendly. The New York 
informant advised CG 582L-S that he cannot fully . explain the delays of the 
National Office in contacting, the Chicago informant but attributed it in 
part to the general, disorganization within the national, leadership. It was 
the opinion of NT 69k-& that it would be advantageous for CG 5821* -& to 
again visit the New York informant In New York if an adequate eover could 
be arranged. This matter mill be further discussed in a subsequent section 
of this letter under the caption "Future Plans For Reactivation."

A letter received by the informant on Maroh 19, 1 953 from NY 69 L-S advised 
that the New York informant had received CG 582L-S' letter sent on, March 
13, 1953 for delivery to WILLIAM WEINER and had delivered the letter to. 
WEINER'S son-in-law on March. 18, 1953* NY 69U-S advised that the son-in-law 
of WEINER was f riendly and advised the New York informant that WEINER was 
all right but "pre-oecupied with trouble." NY 694-S also told the informant 
that he, NY 69l*-S, would be in Chicago on business from April. 13, next 
through April 18, next.

A letter dated March 20, 1953 from LENA SCHERER furnished Important 
information concerning changes in personnel in the "Daily- Worker" staff',

figures on Negroes in New York State. The above information was furnished 
the Bureau and Nee York under a, daylet caption.

Prior to; March. 15# last# in conformance with Bureau instructions, a Federal 
Income Tax Return, was, prepared for both the informant and his wife. 

Copies of this report were forwarded to the Bureau as inclosures with 
Chicago letter of March 12, 1953. 

On March 22, 1953# the informant advised that he. had again visited SUE 
COHEN and CHARGES MITCHELL at the Mount Sinai. Hospital, and while visiting 
COHEN had met DIANE VOGEL, a key Communist in the Hyde Park Section. All 
of these individual# expressed an. interest in the informant in that he is 
no# moving around but cautioned him not to become too aotive for reasons 
of health.. ' .

FUTURE PLANS FOR REACTIVATION 

The informant continues to, have an excellent attitude for cooperating with 
the Bureau but. is shewing increasing impatience with the progress he has 
made toward reactivation in the past 3 or L months. At the same time, he 
realizes that to' attain the. position which has been set forth as a goal in. 
connection with reactivation, it is necessary to proeeed cautiously and 
slowly. The informant has repeatedly stated that he is not worried, about 
the ultimate results of his. efforts and feels, that he win be. successful > 
if patience, is had. with his efforts.

A lengthly discussion was held with the informant bn March IS, 1953 to 
review his efforts to date and to decide on future efforts. It was decided 
that in addition to continuing the informant* s efforts with established 
contacts in Chicago, that’ the following program' should additionally be 
considered and put in action* 

The, first positive step will be for the Informant to draft, a letter for 
EUGENE' DENNIS to be delivered, to PEGGY DENNIS by NY 69L-S. The informant

knows PEGOX DENNIS trusts him and believes tilt he. can get word to DENNIS 
that, he, the infomant, is moving' around then DENNIS will order the party 
to assign the informant* CO 5>82U-S advised.that in his opinion DENNIS 
is undoubtedly worried at the. present time that forbes within the party 
will take advantage of this confinement at Atlanta, and that he, DENNIS, 
may lose his party position before he is released from jail* DENNIS, it 
is believed, will, if he knows that informant is around, order 1 CO 582U-S , 
into a party position, in order to keep DENNIS in control of the party. 

NI 69 U-S has. previously advised that he can deliver this, letter to PEGOX 
DENNIS and that he welcomes the opportunity to. contact her> The informant' 
was instructed to draft such a letter as soon, as possible and to submit it 
to NX b?k-£ for delivery.

' The second proposed step, which, it was decided, infomant would do, is 
that the. informant will, during the week of March 22, contact OTTC WANGERIN, 
a close personal friend of WILLIAM 2., FOSTER, to instruct WANGERIN that he, 
the infomant, wants to see STEVE NELSON during NELSON'S trip to Chicago 
which, is scheduled- for April k, 1?53»-

The third step which the Infomant believes should be taken in the immediate 
future, is for the informant to make a second, trip, to New XOrk to again 
contact National Office functionaries, provided an adequate cover can be 
arranged. ' ( 

In this connection the matter of a cover has been discussed generally by 
CGf 582 U-Sl with NX 6?k-S through correspondence. 'The New York- Informant has 
advised that his firm now has a Chicago, outlet, the National Steel and 
Copper Company, handling his. product exclusively. The firm salesmen are 
always commuting to and from New fork and it may be possible for NX 69k-S 
to arrange for a salesman to. take C$ 582k-S into New Xorkr at a future date*. 

f * 

An alternate plan for cover was suggested by the agent handling CG 582k -S. 
This plan would be. built around a cover that CG 582k -S is being considered 
for employment by NX 69k~S' firm as a contact man or as a trouble-shooter 
for working In the Midwest in order to provide OG 582k-S with sufficient 
work to keep his mind off of hie physical condition. 

CG 582k-S advises that the main difficulty for NT 69k-S to follow through 
with suoh a, plan would lie in selling the partner of NX 6?k-$ on the 
necessity for such a. man. in Chicago. In the discussion between. CG 582k-S 
and the agent it was suggested by the agent that the partner's opposition 
might be. overcome if. NX 6?k-S explained to the partner that his brother 
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is. just recovering from sn illness, and that because of the illness the 
New York informant* s brother is unable to get full-time outside employment 
and that while NT realizes that his firm does not need CO 582U-S 
full time the' New Fork informant would like CG 5&2U-S doing so me ting 
because time is weighing heavily on. his hands. The. New fork informant 
might tell his partner that he feels he is obligated to provide. CG, 582U-S 
with something to do to speed recovery. The New York informant could 
explain, to' his partner that he. would, not expect the firm toe place CG 582h-S 
on its payroll and that if any salary is paid to. CO. 582it-S he, NT 6?1 hS, 
will, take care of it out of his share of the fixm T s income. NT 69U— S . 
could admit, to the partner that there is little need in Chicago for 
CG 582lt-S' services and the main reason for suggesting that CG 582U-S. be; 
used by the firm Is because NY 69k-S desires to help the Chicago informants 
physical recovery by providing him. with something to do. 

If Ml 69k-S is agreeable to such a plan, CG 582U-S stated that he feels 
a good cover will have been laid which will provide, the. Chicago informant 
a cover not only for this trip, but- for periodic future trips to New fork* 

The informant believes that such, a trip might greatly help his reactivation 
efforts and further that he may get valuable information concerning the 
present party activites.

The informant particularly feels the necessity for personal contact again 
with WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, WILLIAM WEINER, BETTI GANNETT,, WILLIAM L6SB5RCE and 
PEGGY DENNIS. He: said he believes he made a mistake in. not seeing ' BETTY 
GANNETT while he was in. New York in November, 1952.

The informant advised that’ if NY 69 I 1 -S is willing and feels the above: 
cover is adequate, then both he and the New York, informal t, could, begin 
spreading the word. that. CG 582U-S. is thinking of working for NY" 69 U-S' 
firm and in that connection he may be costing to New York for a period of 
approximately 10. days to 2 weeks to familiarize, himself with the manufacture 
of the product, with the use of the product, and- for training cn the 
selling of the product. If after 10 days to 2 weeks, the informant decides 
that he is interested in representing the firm of NY 69 L-S as a contact 
man or trouble-shooter, the informants can advise the outside contacts 
with CG 582li-S and then operate out of Chicago and be used, only when his 
services are needed. 

The informant feels that he. might spend from 10 days to 2. weeks in New 
York, a part of which would necessarily be spent at the plant of NY 69U-S 
in order to preserve the cover. 
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Such. a trip would alio indicate to party leaders that the informant is 
well enough at least, to be used by the party to a limited extent and it 
might cause the party to make an offer of a party assignment to the 
informant. 

The informant advised that he desires New York to thoroughly discuss the 
plan as outlined in this letter with NX 69U-S for suggestions and 
criticisms as well as for counter suggestions. The informant suggested 
the. possibility that he might go to New York' when NX 6?h-5 returns to 
New Xork from Chicago on ordaout April 18, 1953* This wotSd further 
help the cover since NX 69U-S could advise the party people that he 
intended to talk with &* 582U-S while in Chicago and felt that what' the: , : 
Chicago informant needed most, to speed his reoovery was something to 
ocoupy his mind. The New fork informant might also indicate to outside 
Communists that, he was contemplating asking CG 582 iHS to return, with him. 
to New York to look over the product and leam about it prior to asking; 
him whether or not he would be interested in join&ig the firm.

Accordingly, the Bureau, and New York are requested to consider particularly 
the plan outlined for the visit of the informant to New York on or about 
April. 18, 1953. If the New York informant feels that the cover is 
adequate, and that CG 5824-S should visit New York, the Bureau, is requested 
to authorise this trip on or about- the above date for a. period, of 10 
days to 2. weeks. 

Informant would reside et the residence of his brother and some of his 1 
meals would also be. taken at his brother* s residence. The only possibility 
that the informant would reside, and eat elsewhere would be if the party 
asked the Informant to do so. 

The round-trip cost for air travel, from Chicago to New York is $98.56. « 

During a 10-day stay' in New York in November, 1952 the informant 
incurred actual expenses in the amount of $15 9.50 not including his o* 

plane fare. It is believed on this basis that, the contemplated 10-day J 

to 2-week trip of the informant could be made for approximately $175f 
for actual expenses plus $98*56 plane fare or a total, of $273.56.: The only 
contingency that might increase this figure would, be if the Coamunist Party 
asked, the informant to live in a hotel. If this contingency occurs, the 
maximum additional expenses that the informant might incur during a period 
of Hi days, at the rate of $8 per night for hotel room would be $112. 

On this matter, however, it; is felt that the informant, could advise, the 
party that he has insufficient funds to live, in a hotel, and by so doing: 
could secure these funds from the party. 
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If the. New York, informant agrees with the outlined plan. Bureau authority 
is therefore requested to advance the informant the sum of $273*56 for 
plane fare and as an advance for actual, expenses to he incurred during the 
period not to exceed a Z week stay in New York* This amount will be over 
and above the regular payments being made to informant.. 

New York 1 is requested to make an expedite contact with NY 6?k-S and to 
advise the Bureau and Chicago of the New York informant 1 s reaction to the 
above New York trip. 

The Chicago Informant in the. meantime will begin to lay the necessary 
groundwork for a cover for a New York trip as outlined in this letter.

If the Bureau feels that it can take positive action at a high level 
on this matter, it. is. felt that the informant' s present high opinion of 
the. Bureau could be further strengthened. 

The Bureau is therefore requested to advise the Miami and Chicago Offices 
as to, how it desires this matter handled in the event inquiries are made.* 
to Miami for information.

The above is for your confidential, information only 
you will be appropriately informed if the Bureau receives any 
notification from INS that some definite steps are being' taken to 
prosecute Weiner. 

Both offices should continue to be most circumspect with 
regard to the transmission of messages between the informant and 
Weiner in view of the present investigation of Weiner by the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service.

During the past 2§ months the informant has continued 
to devote full time to reactivation efforts In the 
Communist Party as a functionary at a national level. 
Since the Informant as late as 1949 was under the 
jurisdiction, of the National Office of the Communist 
Party, and it is his belief that assignments must 
emanate from there rather than at the District level, 
the informant has directed his main efforts toward 
reactivation to the National Office of the Communist 
Party. 



A large part of the informants efforts to reactivate 
during the past period has taken the form of letter 
writing te individuals whom he believes trust him and 
art close to WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, National Chairman of 
the Party. The informant has set up a courier system 
through HARRY I.. MILLER, of Chicago, and NY-6.94-S, of 
New York, for delivery of these cozmml cations to such ' 
>ty officials as WILLIAM WEINER and WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, 
addition, the informant has had. extensive correspon- 
dence through regular channels with. MARCEL and. LENA. 
SCHERER, prominent and influential Communists in New 
•k. The informant regularly exhibits drafts of the 
tters which he submits t° New York, some of which 
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are IX and 12. pages in length and are designed to secure 
replies to theoretical Party problems and current Inner 
Party programs and personnel assignments* The Informant 
averages from 4 , tee 6 letters of this type per week* and 
because of his expertness In drafting such letters and. be- 
cause of the confidence Party people have in him* the results 
as reflected in the reply letters* Insofar as current in- 
formation of a Notional Party nature are; concerned * have been 
excellent*

CG-£824-S was first contacted by this. Office for preliminary 
discussions in connection with reactivation In the Communist 
Party on April IT* 1952* A period of approximately two months 
elapsed before the informant agreed to assist the Bureau*. At 
that time the informant had lost all contact with the National . 
Office of the Communist Party and had retained only a personal 
friendship with a few rank and file comrades in the Chicago 
area* The Informant* as of the date of agreement to assist 
the Bureau* had some doubt as to whether or not he could be 
successful In reactivation during a period of apparent disor- 
ganization at the national level in the Party* In the early 
stages of his reactivation efforts the Informant warned that 
the goal that had been set would, be difficult to reach* and 
that the period of time involved, for such a reactivation could 
not be. predicted* At the same time he stated that for security 
reasons positive reactivation steps would necessarily have to 
be carefully planned and slowly worked out* This policy has 
been followed* and* In the opinion of the informant and of 
this Office* the informant has made good progress in his 
reactivation efforts* and It now appears that the attainment 
of the original objective may be reached in the near future*

This opinion is based, mainly on three occurrences which have 
happened in the past three months. The first of these involved 
the receipt of a letter by the informant in early February* 

19S3 from WILLIAM WEINER* a close associate of WILLIAM Z. 

FOSTER, wherein it was stated that the informant* a "isolation” 
would be corrected within a couple of weeks* but in that 
connection the Informant was warned to remember in these 
times that "slow motion is the prevailing rate of speed.” 

WEINER in the same letter lamented the fact that conditions 
were such that the informant was unable to participate at 
the moment in important Party- policy discussions on "broad- 
issues and far-reaching problems.”

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Further* positive indication that progress, has been made in 
the reactivation, of this informant came from a statement made 
to the Informant on April 3* 1953 by HARRY I, MILLER, inform- 
ant 1 s, courier between Chicago and the Rational Office of the 
Tarty* MILLER on that occasion advised the informant that he, 
the informant, had been assigned "nationally" , and that the 
reason why LEQN KATZEN, District No* 6 underground functionary, 
was not now contacting informant was because he, KATZEN, had 
been instructed not to make contact with Informant for security 
reasons* MILLER had no details on the nature of the national 
assignment, and Informant did not feel it advisable to make 
Inquiry at that time* The national assignment of the Informant 
was again referred to* on April 5, 1953 by WILLIAM SENNETT, 
present open District No* 8 Communist Party organizer, when, 
during a conversation with the informant SENHETT referred to 
the fact that he knew that informant had been assigned nationally, 
and he told the Informant that he would not see him unless he 
was subsequently told to do so* As of the date of the writing 
of this, letter, the informant 1# still waiting to be advised 
of the nature of this assignment* In that connection, he 
dispatched a letter tc WILLIAM WEINER of New York through 
his courier, HARRY MILLER, on April 3# 1953# a nd a reply , 
is Expected from WEINER through the courier sometime within, 
the: next week* 

Another long range plan which the Informant has developed to 
possibly further him in again assuming a leadership position 
was started by the informant In November, 1952, when he was 
in. New York* During a contact with MARCEL and. LENA SCHERER, 
fermer national and. NewYoikState functionaries of the Party, 
the Informant, after listening to complaints of these indi- 
viduals concerning the present National Communist Party 
leadership, suggested, that they register their complaints 
with persons of influence "abroad," moaning the. Russians* 

The purpose of the informant »s suggestion was not to Improve 
National Communist Party leadership but instead, if possible, 
to get LENA SCHERER placed again in National leadership or 
in a Party position where she might use, her influence to 
bring Informant into 'a. prominent position* The SCHERERS con- 
sulted with the First Secretary of the Russian. Embassy in 
late December, 1952, and Informant subsequently learned- that a. 
part of the conversation concerned "Cadres" and matters 
involving "inner Party democracy." The informant learned 1 
from the SCHERERS that the Russians were extremely Interested 
In these two suggestions, as they related to the Communist 
Party, USA, and the SCHERERS, appeared to be satisfied with 
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the results of their trip. On the weekend, of April 4:* 1923 
the SCHERERS were again invited to visit? Washington. The 
informant subsequently learned that on that occasion they had 
conferences with ’'representatives of five countries" , including 
a conference with a "Soviet chap." The SCHERERS did not furnish 
details of their recently held conference but appeared quite 
satisfied with the results of these trips. Whether or not’ 
the Russians’ will take action on. the complaints of the SCHERERS 
concerning the present leadership of the Party is not known, 
but it is known that LENA SCHERER is influential with the 
Russians, and it is believed that her complaints would not 
be taken lightly by the Russians, 

In addition to the above., the informant has been instrumental 
in encouraging LENA SCHERER to accept a. "Cadre" position in 
the Party. She consented to accept such a position when 
asked by Party officials approximately eight months ago. 
but to date she has not been so assigned. If LENA SCHERER 
is finally assigned to a "Cadre" position, it is believed 
that such an assignment may assist the informant in- obtaining 
a leadership position, due to the trust and close relationship 
of the. informant with LENA SCHERER over a period of many years. 
Whether or not this* phase of the informant* s reactivation 
program might be successful, is problematic, however, in any 
event the possibility of the informant* s use of the SCHERERS 
definitely exists, and he will continue to maintain dose 
contact with these people. 

Chicago letter of March 27# 1923 requested authorization to 
again send the informant to New York, so that he might have 
personal contact with top level Party leadership, including 
WILLIAM' Z. POSTER. WILLIAM WEINER* BETTY OANNETT and others 
In an effort to- accelerate an assignment and to indicate to 
them through personal observation that the informant » s health 
is such that he can accept assignment* 

Concerning the advisability of such a trip. NY-694~S was 
contacted by Agents of this Office while he was in Chicago 
on April 13. 1923 on business, and. the New York informant 
agreed that the trip might be of benefit, and further advised 
that he believed the suggested cover set out in the letter 
of March 27, 1923 was sound. 

On the same date Cff-2824-S advised that he was in agreement 
that such a trip might be helpful, but in reference to the 
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time for making such a trip, the Chicago Informant felt that ' 
he should, first ascertain the nature of the reply letter' of 
WILLIAM: WEINER and after reading Its contents It would then 
be possible to arrive at a definite: conclusion as to whether 
or not the Informant should proceed to New York on or about 
April 18, as planned originally and provided If Bureau, author* 

ization is granted for such trip,

The informant, in reviewing the results of the past three 
months on April 13, 1953, advised that he feels encouraged, 
expecially concerning receiving the recent information that 
he has been assigned ’’nationally,” He, however, again warned 
that the stakes are. high and that he felt the Communist Party 
and not he should make the next move, and that in his opinion 
any hurried action, on his part may destroy an entire ye art g 
< work and might, in fact, ruin: all possibilities for his affil- 
iation with the Party, 

Insofar as the Informant's mental attitude Is concerned, it 
continues to be excellent, end he has indicated time after 
time that he is going all the. way to da what he described 
as a patriotic duty. Bis health appears to be somewhat 
improved, however,, because of the nature of his illness, 
the informant will never be a healthy man. However, because 
of the informant's background in Party leadership and his 
reputation as a Marxist theorist, it is believed, that In 
the present period of disintegration of Party leadership, 
that the national leadership might choose to use him to 
advantage, ' 

During the past three month period the informant has: continued 
to furnish quality current Information on, the District and 
National level/ in the Party and has made, contact with Party 
functionaries and secured high level information of a nature 
that ho other informant of this Office is in a position to 
duplicate, 

Of special interest in that connection was information 
furnished on Haroh 31, 1953 to. the effect that MARCH and 
DENA SCHERER, of New York, had been asked to visit Wash- 
ington. a second time, ’’where friends had expressed a desire: 
to see them.” This information was obtained in sufficient 
time to. advise. Washington and New York, so that coverage 
arrangements could be made. Informant later furnished 
information that the SCHERERS had seen representatives of 
"five countries”, and reference was also made, in a subsequent 
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letter that PENA SCHERER, had seen a ” Soviet? 1 chap. * It is noted, 
that the informant ties these visits of- the SCHERERS to Washing- 
ton into his long range program of attempting to get the 
SCHERERS into a leadership position in the Party with the 
aid of the Russians# with the knowledge that if the SCHERERS 
secure a leadership position# the informant will also come 
into, leadership*. ,

Communist Party Peace Commission meeting which 
was attended by MARCEL SCHERER and was chaired by GEORGE BLAKE ,, ■

A letter received from LENA. SCHERER, of Ndw York dated April s

The informant in conversations on April 17* 19 and 27 last 
stated that he now feel* that the inf onset! on he had re- 
ceived from HARRY KXLLETR and WILLIAM EFNHETT* the latter 
the preset open leader of the Party in Chicago* in early 
April* 1953* to the effect that the info ms nt has been as- 
signed nationally is confirmed by the WILLIAM wriNHR letter 
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letter to the Director HBj 

of April 18* 1953* He* however * feels that due to the la ok 
of cccmwnicatlona as evidenced by the delay of the WILLIAM 
WDINtR letter, and also due to the known disorganisation 
of the national party leadership * the beat way of handling 
negotiations frost this point On in order to accelerate 
national assignment is through personal contacts with national 
functionaries* 

This office la in agreement with the informant concerning 
the neeessity of a trip to Hew York* Thla office feels 
that definite progress has been made to place the infor-

Attitude and Health 



The informant’s mental attitude, insofar as his desire to 
help the Bureau is conOemed, continues to be good*

He however has frequently Indicated that in his opinion, 
hasty arrests of individuals with key information rn the 
Communist apparatus are not aiding the overall fight agslnst 
Communism -that he has set out as his goal in helping the 
Bureau* He said that this procedure by the Government dis- 
turbs him because he believes the Government , by being im- 
patient, is losing much valuable future help and informa- 
tion* 

The specific oases which he has repeatedly referred to are 
those of EARL BROWDER and MAX YOUNG, the letters Comintern • 
Representative in the United States, recently arrested by 
INS in New York* With respect to the BROWDER Case, . infor- 
mant; feels that BROWDER would h8ve eventually talked to the 
FBI and informant knows that BROWDER’S information is not 
available from any other source* He expressed the opinion 
th8t BROWDER’S arrest, immediately after his open published 
statements against Russia, played into the hands of the 
Communists and gaingd the Government nothing in the overall 
fight against Communism* Informant feels that BROWDBR,due 
to his arrest and particularly to the arrest of his wife, 
may now decide never to apeak to the Bureau because he is 
an individual who cannot be intimidated* He also feels 
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that the OP will use BR(WDKR*.S arrest as an example of 
Vhat happens to Communists who break from -the CP and that 
this propaganda will Influence many present CP members not 
to talk to the .Government because they like BROWDFR, may 
be prosecuted* 

The Informant has a similar feeling in the cose of MAX 
YOUNG, Comintern Representative with GFRHARD FISLTR, re- 
cently arrested by INS. Informant knows this individual 
will be liquidated if he returns to Russia or a Satelite 
Nation and feels that In YOUNG’S case the Russians may agree 
to accept his return because he knows too much. Informant 
had furnished extensive information concerning YOUNG and 
believed that his activities were such that he had Inf or- 
• motion of greater importance than FLIZAEFTH BFNTLTY. He 
knew that YOUNG believed he would be liquidated If depated 
and felt that YOUNG eventually could have been persuaded 
to talk. In this cp.se a gain the informant believes the 
Government has taken the narrow approach of deportation 
as against the possibility of an overall fight against 
Russian Communism which both YOUNG and BROWDER may have 
eventually assisted in. 

These arrests have bothered informant because he agreed 
originally to assist the Bureau In fight against Soviet 
Communism and the people behind this movement in the United 
States; Ha has stated that he does not feel that the 
narrow approach of arrest of Individuals such as BROWDER 
and YOUNG by the Government in sny way assisted in this 
fight and he believes that the Government in fact played 
into the hands of the American CP. 

While exresslng the above views* informant has stressed 
that he realises he is not in a position to make policy and 
that he 1 shaking these statements In a vain of oriels ism, 
but Instead is doing it for constructive reasons , He said 
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on -Hey 1, last that he Is beginning to look at these 
arrests philosophies lly with the feeling that the Govern- 
ment knows what It is doing*

On Hay 1* last during interview a blood vessel broke in 
inf ormant»s eye end his general health which was improv- 
ing slowly up to this time appeared to have slipped. He 
told the Agent that he believed his physical condition 
has gone downward of late due to tension and his failure 
to get a Tarty assignment more quickly* He said* howeber, 
that he felt that he should not postpone his New York 
trip for reasons of health because he felt he could re- 
lieve tension,' if he found out first hand what the ?srty 
had in mind. He repeated his desire to visit New York 
on May last despite the fadt that he said his physical 
condition was not good. He was told to use his Judgment 
on whether the trip should be made on May 5 and in the 
event he decided to go, he should rest in New York a day 
or two in order to lay his coyer and also Improve his 
physical condition*

SCHERER has been 
the source of a Large amount of national and New York State 
CP information rurnished by informant in the past 1 $ months. 
She writes informant an average of two .Letters a week and 
these Letters contain intimate information concerning the day 
to day activities of the Party and of individuals currently 
active at the State and National level. 

Prom the beginning, the informant had one objective in corres-

Reference Chicago letter dated June 4# 1953 summarizing 
the reactivation efforts of CO 5824-S through June 2, 1953* 
The following is submitted on informants efforts from 
June 3 through June 16, 1953* 



On June 5, 1953 the informant advised that he had seen 
CHARLES MITCHELL, a leading CP Trade Unionist in the Chicago 
area, "who had Just returned from the West Coast where he 
had visited relatives. .MITCHELL saw some Party leaders on 
the West Coast but told informant that he had not seen W BUD" 
BLAIR on the West Coast because he was told that ’‘BLAIR 11 
is among the ’’unavailable s.” MITCHELL told Informant that 
due to his recent illness he believed he would not go 
back to the International Harvester Plant where he was 
formerly employed and would look for lighter work* He, 
however, said that he had been contacted by Party leaders 
and was told not to seek employment until the Party recon- 
tacted him beoause he was being considered for assignment. 

Informant subsequently advised on June 8, 1953 that he had 
three additional contacts by MITCHELL on June 6, and 7# 

1953 and that MITCHELL confidentially told him that the 
’’District Board” had asked him to go underground* He said 
that he had been instructed to straighten up his personal 
matters by July 1, 1953 and to be prepared to go about 
that time# He was given time to think the matter over 
and was told that he must give the Party a reply by June 

11, 1953* 



The situation was carefully gone over with informant who 
advised that in his opinion MITCHELL did not want to go 
underground but that he did not believe a contact with 
MITCHELL would cause him to talk on cooperate with the 
Bureau. Informant said that If MITCHELL went underground 
there was only a remote possibility that informant could 
maintain contact with him* Informant felt that a contact 
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by the Bureau with MITCHELL might cause the party not to place

On June 16, 1953 the Informant again was in contact with MITCHELL 
and this contact Vtas discreetly observed by Agents* Informant 
telephonieally advised on the same date that MITCHELL had agreed 
to go underground but that the Communist Onion officials of his 
union were appealing to the CP to retain his services* MITCHELL 
told informant that he would conform to the ultimate decision of

he was called during the previous night by NY 694-8 from New York 
who told informant that SCHERER had contacted Mm and requested 
him to advise CG 5324- S that she was discontinuing all her

Informant** overall attitude toward bis work continues to be good. 
He has said that he is discouraged at times in his work when 
he sees channels which he has carefully developed and who are 
indirectly assisting the Bureau vanish due to what he describes 
as a lack of close liaison between the work of the Bureau and 
Immigration and Naturalization Service. In the case of LENA 
SCHERER and her sister, informant pointed out that SCHERER 
has indirectly and unknowingly for the past year furnished the 
government with a vast amount of information and party doeuments 
and he feels that greater advantage in the security field could 
be had by the Bureau if this channel was allowed to be kept open 
than if she was arrested for deportation by Immigration and 
Naturalization Service at this time. .Informant emphasized that 
he Is in entire agreement with the government that prosecution 
of active Communist leadership is, necessary and that it should 
be continued.

Informant said that In making the above remarks, he is thinking 
particularly, in terms of people like himself who have been active 
in the Commimist Party since his beginning and who was naturalized 
subsequent to becoming a Party member. Informant stated that 
if all Communist leaders in this category are ultimately arrested 
for"lIe naturalization, it might create a situation where he would 
become suspected* Informant said that uertalnly there are other 
people of similar background cooperating with the Bureau who are 
thinking along the same line. He said that he was raising the 
above matters only In a constructive vein because; of the dif- 
ficulties be has had in keeping his contacts which in effect 
curbs the amount of quality information he can furnish* Indica- 
tive of how leading communists react. in these matters is the 
reaction of LENA SCHERER who informant advised on June 17, 1953 
had not written Mm a line since June 10, 1953* 
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Proposed Trip to Miami

On June 12# 1953 informant advised that he has received mail 
from his former wife in Miami indicating that Informant should 
see his son end give him some additional counsel on. Ms father* s 
status* Informant said that he, had not seen his son in almost 
a year and felt that he was neglecting Ms duties as a father 
by not seeing Mm at a time in life when a father* s counsel is 
so important* He added that he felt he should also see Ms former 
wife and give her further instructions as to how she should reply 
if contacted by party people in Miami* He also wants to counsel 
his son to join a religious group and % social group so that he 
will not make the same mistakes in life that Ms father did*.

He stated that he would have to make the trip to 1 Miami as soon 
as possible because Ms health could not stand the Miami heat

In view of informant’s insistence on the need for tMs trip 
he was told to go provided he had adequate cover for necessary 
funds* "He said he did not intend to remain longer than ten days 
and hoped that ehe trip would give Mm a much needed rest* Ho 
departure date was set because Informant wants the date to be 
flexible in the event that he gets, an indication of possible, 
contact* Ihere was no mention of money being provided for tMs 
trip because it is being made more or less for personal reasons* 

A question does arise# however# as to Bureau policy with .respect 
to regular payments to informant during the period, of the Miami 
trip* 10 date Informant has not indicated whether he expeots 
payment and it la difficult to predict how he might react if 
payments were cut off during this short period* informant knows 
that he is an independent contractor rather than an employee t>f 
the Bureau# but whether or not he can be made to understand that 
the techMcalltles of the use of the terms are interpreted to mean 
that he is not entitled to be paid during a vacation period is a 
difficult question to answer* 1 

For more than ' .a year# inf ormant has made himself available bn a 
seven day a week basis to the Party and the Bureau refuting to 
leave his home because he might miss a contact* In view of the 
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above and because informant may possibly view a Refusal to pay 
him during the ten day absence as indicative of a lack of human 
understanding of his and his family* a personal welfare* this 
matter is being referred to the Bureau for consideration and

The primary purpose of the plan set forth in your letter is ‘to - 
-a., cover for the informant for future trips to new xork. bucu a 
cover nay not be necessary in the near future as the groundwork has been 
laid by the informant whereby he should in a short tine receive from the 
Communist party an assignment which in itself nay require travelling 
on party business. In addition, the plan outlined in referenced letter 
contains many complicating factors, any one of which could result in 
the exposure of the informant. 

The present procedure whereby the informant is filing income tax 
returns under a fictitious name was evolved only after considerable 
research and discussion relative to the law on the subject and it would 
be necessary to reconsider our entire operation if the Bur eau was to 
approve the setup outlined in referenced letter. Ahe Bureau does not want 
to discuss informants with outside agencies or wrCTT^anyone outside the 
Bureau -as undue interest is created which could lead through the process of 
Elimination to the disclosure of the informant's identity^? 

According -to your plan, not only would a new income tax problem 
be presented, but the business of the informant, which would be used as 
the cover, is always open to scrutiny by New York state and Federal 
authorities. The brother of the informant is also faced with additional 
income for which some adjustment must be made, you should discontinue 

this plan as quickly as possible. 





W ith regard to_i n fprmant's filing a decla^ tlon^f lnco M ,,,-he, 
should do so as any other indiyldual.yho^is^faced with this, obligation. 
Finally, ^le Bureau does not desire the informant to file a Joint return 
and if it is necessary, an appropriate adjustment should be made.

It was pointed out to INS that in view of their in- 
creased activities in the jCowunist field daring the 
past Yew years, particularly in oonneotion with depor- 
tation and denaturalisation oases, there was a need 
for closer liaison between the two agenoles in order 
to avoid possible conflicts and to avoid working 
against the interests .of each other* It was also 
pointed out that the Bureau fully appreciates the 
responsibilities of INS and the problems with which 
they are faced in securing witnesses in connection 
with suoh cases* 

While no specific cases were mentioned, nor was it 
indicated to INS that any problems have arisen, it 
was suggested to INS that they continue their policy 
of checking with this offioe before ihstltutlng an 
investigation of a Communist and in addition clear 
with this office before interviewing any former or 
known Communist* INS was advised that many old-time 
Communists and many other Communists Whom they be- 
lieved to be Inactive might be utilised by the Com- 
munist Party at the present time in connection with 
underground activities and that if INS should inter- 
view them it might interfere with pending Bureau 
investigations*

their healthy mutual interests such as books and writings 
and discussions on what mutual friends are doing. Individuals 
such as WEINER only talk when security is assured, and during 
informant's visit to WEINER 1 s residence no, conversation of a 
confidential nature took place in the residence nor at the 
hospital because WEINER fears a microphone plant. Therefore, 
informant spent a large part of the time with WEINER on 
necessary discussions of a close personal nature and impor- 
tant to reactivation but from a substantive viewpoint of 
little interest to the bureau. The confidential conversa- 
tions occurred only after WEINER was able to take himself out 
of his residence into his yard* 

t 

It Is believed that the significant happenings relative to 
informant's reactivation were reported on pages 1 and 2 of 
referenced Chicago letter of June 4# 1953* Particular atten- 
tion in that connection Is called to the desire of WEINER, 
despite a Serious illness, to see Informant Immediately and 
his request that Informant be among the few people permitted 
in WEINER'S room while he was in the hospital, and there- 
after his request to see informant on almost a daily bails 
despite a serious illness. Attention is also called to the 
fact that WEINER placed LEM HARRIS, at the disposal of 
informant to arrange contacts and meeting places with such 
people as BEm GANNETT. This gesture in itself Is indica- 
tive that WEINER had given approval for Informant to see any 
available f unc tionary, and this would only be done by WEINER 
for a person who was completely trusted. 

In reference to setting up a system of communications, it was 
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agreed that informant could either tend hie letter* for 
WEINER to NY 694-S who would deliver them to LEM HARRIS, or 
informant could give them to SHE KLING, wife of JACK KLING, 
National Functionary, underground* who would transmit them* 
WEGNER in turn will deliver his letters to LEM HARRIS or 
IS ADO RE HELLER, hi* son-in-law, who will turn them over to 
XI 694-3. WEINER also agreed that HARRY I. HILLER, Chicago 
businessman and courier, could continue to transmit letters 
from informant to WEINER. 

In reference to specific assignments discussed by informant 
and WEINER, it is noted that referenced Chicago letter of 
June 4, 1953# refers to WEINER* s statement that he had made 
contact with the underground leadership and had discussed 
future work of informant. WEINER told informant that the 
exact nature of the assignment must await a discussion be- 
tween the underground % adership and informant, and mention 
was made that Informant would be contacted by FHIL BART or JACK 
KLING or both* He was told by WEINER that he would not be 
placed completely underground nor completely In the open* 

Ihere was some discussion on the need for experienced leader- 
ship and the need for training of cadres and it was indicated 
by WEINER and later by GANNETT that informant's work may be 
in connection with training and choosing individuals for 
leadership positions. 

I E 

It should be noted also that while WEINER has great Influence 
with the leadership of the Party., as does GANNETT, the infor- 
mant was advised by both WEINER and GANNETT that the under- 
ground Tarty leadership chooses and makes all decisions on 
"organisational" matters* therefore, according to informant, 
he must see the underground leadership In order to receive 
specific assignment and an outline of his work* WEINER can 
influence informant's reactivation as well as decisions on 
actual assignment but he cannot assign informant* 

jBulet of June 25, 1953* Also requested details on discussions 
of informant with BETTY GANNETT on specific assignments. It 
is pointed out tha t GANNETT was aware and told informant that 
his future work had been discussed by the underground leader- 
ship and that it had I>een decided to assign him. She told 
him that specific assignment of work must await informant's 
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personal contact with the underground leadership because 
they have the power to decide on " organizational" matters. 

She stressed the need for developing leadership and asked 
informant's advice on a program for training leadership. 

She also told him to discuss leadership problems and per- 
sonnel with WILLIAM SENNETT, 1 District #8 open organizer. 

While GANNETT did not indicate she knew What informant's 
assignment would be, the informant said that he was equipped 
and able to assist in such work. Since informant knows that 
GANNETT has no authority to assign him, and further because 
he does not believe that he should push for a particular Job 
for security reasons, the Informant did not request a speci- 
fic type of 'work. He did make it clear, however, that he 
could choose personnel and train leadership, and GANNETT stat- 
ed that this was the greatest need of the Tarty today. 

In the communications system set up and agreed to between 
GANNETT and informant it was decided that informant could 
give letters to SUE XL1NG, previously described, or could 
send them to NY 694-S for transmittal through LEM HARRIS. 

In evaluating the success of the infornant on his Hew York 
trip, It is felt by both Informant and this office that the 
* .significant happenings are frequently the small ones, that 
is the friendly manner in which informant was received, the 
willingness of top functionaries to meet and discuss Party 
matters with informant, and the ability of Informant to have 1 
these people go out of their way both to assist him in m ak in g 
contacts and to reactivate. Also of great significance is 
that Informant is dealing with top people in the party who 
appear to have complete confidence in him. 

i 1 

Yhe Infornant, by virtue of his experience, is equipped to 
deal with these people and to know what he can say, how far 
he can go, who to contact, and What should be done to reacti- 
vate himself in the CP j and It is believed that the New York 
trip did much to further these efforts. 

The Instructions set out in bulet of October 1952, to 
this office have been interpreted to mean that the Bureau 
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An connection with bi-wekly summary letters did not desire 
detailed information on substantive matters and only desired 
summary information on informant’s contacts for reactivation 
•purposes. If this interpretation is incorrect and the Bureau 
desires detailed information on information furnished on 
important matters such as trips tolfewXork, the Buireau is 
requested to so advise so that copies of letters with sub- 
stantive information may !>e designated ior the informant's 
file at the Bureau.

On June 22# 1953 informant was advi sed by letter by NY 694**S 
that he had an appointment to see IXMHfHAHBZS on June 20# 
last and that informant *s note to WILLIAM WEINER would be 
delivered at that time* A copy of the note was exhibited 
to the agent and In it informant complained that it was 
even difficult for him to leam of the status of WEINER* a 
health because "nothing was happening." Ihe purpose of 
these remarks of course was to get a reply communication , 
and to let WEINER know that he still had no assignment 
and had not been contacted by the underground. On June 29s 
1953 informant advised that he hod talked to NY 694*3 
by phone and had been told that the WEINER letter was 
delivered and that NY 694*3 would see LElSft HARRIS to get

On July 2# 1953 the Informant telephonloally advised that 
NY 694 •*$ had sent a letter from WILLIAM WEINER to informant* 
One paragraph of the letter read in part as follows ! 

"I was disturbed over the fact that since 1 
last saw you nothing has changed. 1 have been 
given definite assurances of quick action and 
efforts to nomalise your situation as much 
and as soon as possible in the light of 
current conditions# relationships# end business * 
conditions.

On June 22 and again on June 30# last* Informant spent about 
sis hours With CHARE'S MITCHELL. CP trade unionist who had 
early in June confidentially told informant that he was 
instructed by the District Board of the CP to g» underground 
about July 1# next* Thereafter* MITCHELL** Hhion had 
asked the CP to return him to the plant where he was formerly 
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. employed because his services were needed there* On June 22, 
lest MITCHPLL told informant that the District Board had 
overruled the request of his union and had assigned him 
underground* He said however that he had an uloar ease 
and his doctor had told him that he my have to enter the 
hospital unless his condition responded to treatment* He ■ 
told informant that he would keep him advised* 

On June 29. 1953, MITCHELL told informant that he had again 
seen the District Hoard and told then of his condition* He 
said his doctor had ordered him to a hospital and that he 
would he treated for about a week* He also c&id he had 
enrolled in a refresher course in hookkeeping which would 
last four weeks* He did not state that his underground 
assignment had been o ancelled and informant believes that 
MITCHELL will leave whenever the CP orders hin to do so* , , .

received from the Bureau to contact MITCHELL in an effort

, diverting contacts have been made preparatory to this

the tins of a previous contact agreed on the need far 
the selection and training of future leade rship personnel 
and told informant that he would refer GANNETT »s instructions 
to CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT* underground District Organiser* 

On July 1* last* BENNETT told the informant that he had 
taken up the proposal of GANNETT to utilise the services 
of Informant for leadership training purposes with CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT* OF District underground organiser* LIGHTFOOT 
and individual members of the District Board carefully 
considered the matter and decided that Cadre training and 
education In the District were its greatest needs at 
present* however* the District at the present time did 
not have personnel available for such a program* BENNETT 
told Informant that it was decided to make an interim 
counter proposal to informant* to have him outline a program 
and advise a group of leaders in working out the Communist 
program in connection with choosing candidates and a 
platform for the Chicago Municipal elections* BENNETT 
told informant that the District Beard was prepared to give 
him a group of people to do the actual work and mentioned 
that PHIL KOSSOFF* Organiser of the Professional Division 
in the District could be used tn a limited basis* Be 
said that the District wanted a program formulated as soon 
as possible and that it must be completed within the 
neat three to four months* 

Informant told PENIUTT that he would report back to the 
National Office concerning the postponement of the Cadre 
leadership training program end at the same time would ask 
the National Office if It desired informant to work with the 
District on the city election program* 
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The purpose of informant la not accepting tho above assign*

On .July -8, 1953) CG 5824-S telephonlcally ad vis ed the 
writer that .he -had written and was mailing a letter -to 
VI 111 AM WEINER. He .read the letter to the agent .and 
asked for Instructions as to the advisability .o.f sending 
it, 

The .letter in substance is generally personal in nature 
since the informant and WEINER .are close friends of many 
years and have worked closely ,In the .Communist Party. 

After preliminary personal remarks, the Informant mentioned 
that he .had SHE RLING at his residence the proceeding week 
and went over her two manuscripts and gave her criticism 
dn them. He mentioned that Ms sales iob Is not going 
so good and that he may have to discontinue it. 

He stated that there is nothing new to .report "on other 
matter." He said that he has made effort's to '"normalise" 
local connections sinee his -return from New York. He 
.sro.ke of meeting the District people and of being offered 
work of a nature that he could only term 'a "gross insult." 
He added that he .is developing greater patience than even 
WHINER could Imagine. 

He commented that he had sent .a note to BETTY GANNETT 
along similar lines. He added -that In his opinion the 
"Younger ones" are motivated on a .personal basis and 
do not see the "bigger picture ♦" He concluded by asking 
WEINER to reply if he could. 

The informant advised that In the Communist Party, the 
leadership Is used to his .asserting .himself and that he 
can speak in this manner to WEINER and GANNETT. He added 
that "politically" he Is In a good spot and the Communist 
Party needs "United Front" leadership such as he Is known 
to represent. 

Internationally, .according to the Informant, the Communist 
Party, USA, leadership Is wrong and changes must corns or 
they will be demanded by the Russians.

On July 7, 1953 CG 5824 - S telephonically contacted the 
writer for an opinion as to whether or not a letter to 
BETTY GANNELT should be sent at this time and to determine 
whether or jnot Supervisor JOSEPH P. McMAHON and the writer 
were In agreement with the .contents of the letter. 

The informant read the letter to the agent with the state- 
ment that it must be kept in mind that he had been instructed 
by BETTY GANNETT to see WILLIAM SENNETT, District Ho. .8 
Open Organizer to discuss with him a District program to 
set up a CP line for trade union strategy,.- education and 
selection of future cadre personnel. Discussions with 
SENNETT In June and July, resulted in the District leader- 
ship rejecting any training of cadres at this time due to 
lack of personnel and other responsibilities. A counter 
proposition was offered to informant by SENNETT for him to 
work out a Party program, with personnel provided at his 
request by the District, for the 1954 municipal elections. 
This proposition while not rejected by informant at the 
time, has been considered and the informant has now decided 
that he must reject It because it is not the type of assign- 
ment that a national functionary should accept at this time. 
With this background in mind informant drafted the nine 
page letter to GANNETT previously mentioned. 



The letter In substance states that informant having returned 
from Hew York and conversations with GANNETT almost two 
months ago still finds himself in a position where he is 
literally "talking to himself" on Party matters. He reported 
that in conformance with instructions of GANNETT, he has 
seen SENNETT and told him of GANNETT’ s suggestions (not a 
decision of the national office) to assign informant to 
trade union political work, cadre training and the choosing 
of cadre personnel. He reported the decision 6f the 
District to the effect that as of the present time, It 
was not possible for the district »due to lack of people, 
to start such a program. He reported that SENNETT In behalf 
of the district leadership made the counter proposal that 
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Informant lead and coordinate a District Program for the 
Municipal elections of 1954* He .stressed the point that he would 
work with "non trade union” people in connection with this pro- 
posal and Informant made this point because GANNETT in discussion 
with informant stressed the need for Industrial concentration.

He said that he had no serious objection to the proposals of 
the District -for .him to work with a "couple of statisticians” 
on such a project. He said that he raised no serious objections 
because he did not want to discourage the 1 "younger ones” and did 
not want them to think that he is a ”prlma donna. ” 

Informant then referred to the June .15, 1953 editorial o t f "For 
a Lasting Peace for a Peoples Democracy” which stressed the 
necessity for building cadres and for adequate grounding of 
leadership in Marxist theory and practice and cited the editorial 
to show that the greatest need of the party now Is cadre training 
without which there can be no Communist advance. 

He said he felt that his experience would contribute to molding 
cadres and the political tasks of the party, but that until such 
time as he knows what Is happening, he can make no suggestions, 
form no policy', can prepare no outlines for work, and he Is unable 
to do any writing.

He commented that it is likely that GANNETT will see SENNETT 
before he does and if so she can discuss with DENNETT what "We 
had In mind when we talked”. 

Informant advised that he feels he can talk this way to GANNETT 
because both he and GANNETT are "old timors^' in the movement 
and she will readily understand his displeasure at the treatment 
afforded him by the District leadership and also his contempt 
for the assignment proposals made to him by the District. 

In connection with the assignment proposal of the District, 
informant advised that he has definitely decided to reject it 
•flatly and will do so at his next meeting with SENNETT on July 
15, next. 

Tn , the .meantime the informant has Instructed! I to 

deliver A message to SENNETT to the effect that he should not 
discuss the project matter with anyone until he sees informant 
again.
